s a great part of Our Royall care, like as it was of Our

8 8 Company of Our Eaſtland Merchants, trading the Balrique Scas, 
Leh 9 82 haue by the pace offifty yeers at the leaſt, had a ſetled and conſtant 
poſſeſſion of Trade in thoſe parts, aud haue had both the ſole car- 
rying thither of Our Engliſh Commodities, and allo the ſole bzinging in ok all the Commo- 
dities ofthole Countreys, as namely, Hempe, Varne, Cable-Yarne, Flaxe, pot aſhes, Sope⸗ 
aſhes , Polonia oll, Cozdage, Eaſtland Linnen Cloth, Pitch, Tarre, and Wood, wher⸗ 
by Our Kingdomehath been much enriched, Our Shippes and Mariners let on wozke, 
and the honour and fame of Dar Nation and Kingdome , ſpzead and enlarged in thoſe 
parts. 
And whereas foz their further encouragement , the laid Company haue had and entoyed 
by Letters Patents buder the great Seale of England, in che time of the late Queene 
Elizabeth, Pztuiledges , aſwell foz the ſole carrying out to thoſe Countreys of all Our En-

the ſayd Puuiledges and Reſſpaints, to the end that none of them pzeſume to attempt any 
thing againſt the amm. 

And We doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command all Our Cuſtomers Comptrollers, and 
all other Our Officers at the Poꝛts, and alſo the Farmers of Our Cuſtomes. and their Depu- 
ties, and noayters, that they luffer not any Bꝛoad Cloth, Dozens, Kerſeys, Bayes, Skins, 
oꝛ ſuch like Engliſh Commodities, to bee ſhipped foz expoꝛtation to thoſe parts, noꝛ any 
Hempe, Flare, dꝛeſſed oꝛ bndzeſſed, Yarne, Cable-Yarne, Coꝛdage, Pot aſhes, Sope-aſhes, 
- Polonia-wooll, Eaſtland-Linnen-cloth, Pitch, Tarre, oꝛ Wood. oz any other Commodi⸗ 
ties whatloeuer of thoſe Foꝛreyne parts and Regions, wherein theſayd Company haue 
vled to trade, to be Landed, except onely ſuch as ſhall be bzought in by ſach as are free of the 
ſad Company. Pꝛouided alwayes,that the Pmpoztation of Coꝛne and Graine bee left free 
and without reſtraint, Any thing herein tonteined to the contrary notwithſtanding, 

Furthermoze, whereas there hath been in antient time diuers good and politique Lawes 
made againſt the ſhipping ol Merthandtze tn Strangers Bottomes , either Inward oz 
Outward, as namely the Statutes of ;. Rich z. 4. Henr. y. za. Henr. 8, Which Lawes ol later 

vteres haue been much neglected to the great pꝛetudite of the Hauigation of Dur Kingdome: 
wee doe ſtraifly charge and tomtnand, that the ſaid Lawes be from hencefoozth duely put in 
execution, q that none ol the ſaid Company, noꝛ any other be permitted to Expozt oꝛ Impoꝛt 
any of the aboue · mentioned Commodities in other then Engliſh Bottoms. vpon the Paines 
in the lald Statutes contained, and bponpaine of Dur bigh indignation and diſpteaſure to⸗ 
wards all Our Officers and Miuiſters which ſhall beefound ſlatke and remiſſe in pzocuring 


and aſſiſtingthe due execution o the lard Lawes
